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CABINET CONFERENCE 

Our Relation to Foreign Coun- 
tries Fully Discussed. 

NO DEFINITE ACTION TAKEN. 



Arbitrary Mean lire* Will Not II* Itesnrted 
to For the l're*ent— An Explanation Ex- 
pected From the Different Countries In- 

volved in I're*eut Complication*. 

No Anawer From Spain. 
Washington, March 23.— The cabinet 
meeting yesterday lasted but two hours, 
everybody being present but Secretary 
Carlisle, who is in New York. The ses- 
sion is said to have been uneventful, 
thereby disappointing the expectations 
of those wh<' looked for some decided 
aggressive action in fareigu affairs. It 
is also said that there was an entire 
absence of friction between the mem- 
ber, although the principal subjects 
under discussion, relating to the vari- 
ous complications into which we have 
become involved with certain foreign 
countries, were well calculated to ex- 
hibit divergence of individual views. 

It is presumed that the attitude of 
Great Britain toward Venezuela and 
Nicaragua was canvassed, but as far as 
can be gathered the secretary of state 
had no new matter touching this to Im- 
part, and it was not believed to be nec- 
essary to take any positive action in the 
absence of an explicit statement of the 
purposes of Ureal Britaiu. 

As far as Die Nicaraguan matter is 
concerned, it is not believed that our 
government is disposed to take issue 
with Great Britain as to her right to de- 
mand an indemnity for the unjust treat- 
ment of her consular agent and citizens, 
inasmuch as the United States has id- 
ready and repeatedly gone on record as 
insisting on its own right in such cases 

to see u re reparation fox Improper treat- 
ment of its citizens. 

The only point upon which there can 
be a question is as to the method of col- 
lecting the indemnity i bat there is rea- 
son to believe that in the view of the 

cabinet, the subject need cause no real 
trouble, as Nicaragua doubtless will 
agree to meet reasonable demands from 
Great Britain when it is made clear to 
her by our department of slant that she 
can not do otherwise than rely upon the 
moral support of the United States, 
which might otherwise be disposed to 
use its goou oflioes to secure an abate- 
ment of the amount of Indemnity it' the 
principle of an I n de mni ty ia oonooded, 

The situation as to Venezuela is be- 
lieved to be giving the cabinet more 
concern by far, but as a treaty stated, 
it is the disposition to take no arbitrary 
action in the absence of a statement 
from Great Britain. 

In view of the more weightier mat- 

tera now engaging the attention of the 
administration, U in stated that foreign 

ministers iu Washington are likely to 

be at least for the present, left undis- 
turbed iu their relations with our gov- 
ernment. No answer beyond a purely 
perfunctory one. acknowledging she re 
ceipt of our communication and promis- 
ing to make investigation, has lieen 
returned lo Spam to our demand in the 
Alliauca affair, and while under ordi- 
nary conditions, this might Is- resented 
by our government, a disposition was 
shown by the cabiuet to make all due 
allowance for the tact that as a result 
of the overturning of the Spanish cabi- 
net, the subowlinates there dare not do 
anything to compromise the incoming 

cabinet. 

PEAC EFULL Y 

The Trouble BstWSSW Guatemala aud Mex- 
ico Will Frobably Be Settled. 

Washington, March M.— Advices are 
said to have been received at the Guate- 
malan legation, the effect of which has 
a tendency to place a more hopeful 
showing upon the relations between 
that republic and the government of 
Mexico. 

The tenor of the reported information 
is to the effect that the disputed boun- 
dary limits have been a subject of 
recent very friendly consideration by 
proper authorities, representing both 

governments, and that a temporary ar 
rangement lias been entered upon 
which bids fair to result in an abso- 
lutely peaceful solution of the prevailing 
contentious b etween the two republics. 

Minister Drop* Mead. 

Koanokk, Va., March 18.— Ret. Dr. 
Brown Yonce, professor of ancient lan- 
guages at Roanoke college, dropped 
dead from apoplexy about H o'clock yes- 
terday evening at the Lutheran church 
in Salem just before the commencement 
of services. He was in his usual health, 
apparently, till a few minutes before his 
death lie was 68 years old, and a na- 
tive of aonthweat Virginia. He had 
been a professor at Hoauoke college 
since 1858. He was a widower and 
leaves three grown sons. 

(i LI.- 1 Democrat in New York Dead. 

Lyons, N. Y., March 23.— John A. 
Pickett, who claimed to be the oldest 
Demociat in western New York, died 
here yesterday evening. He was born 
in Herlimer, March 14, 1804, and cast 
his first presidential vote tor Andrew 
Jackson. He never missed voting at 
presidential, state, county or looal elec- 
tions. He was the oldest of a family of 
18, oue brother of whom survives.

Likuk, Belgium, Maxell 28.— A gen- 
eral strike of the miners iu the collieries 
here has commenced. Yesterday the 
strikers became riotous and there were 
several collisions between them aud the 
nolice, in which revolvers and stones 
were freely used. Several uieu were 
woVnded in the fighting. The ring- 
leaders of the rioters were arrested.

Nkw York. March 23.— R. Q, Dun gj 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
Indications of improvement In business 
grow more distinct. The most obtru 
sive of them, the sjieculative advance in 
cotton and iu stocks, is the least reli- 
able, nor can either of these bf .-aid to 
reflect actual improvement in business 
conditions. Railroad earnings are 
scarcely better, and the speculation is 
largely based on expectation of more 
effective monopoly in coal and some 
other products. London was buying 
largely, but as likely to sell 00 any rise. 
Cotton does not rise because t her e is 
more demand for goods, but there is 

more demand for goods because cot ton 

is dearer. 

More valuable indications are that the 
volume of domestic trade gains a little, 

money is in much better legitimate de- 
mand, and the force of hands at work 
gradually increases in some industries 
and in others is restricted only by 
strikes, which are presumably tempo 
rary. 

The rise in cotton to n.:il cents still 
seems to have scarcely any contact with 
the facts of demand and supply, but 
had a very substantial basis ne vert lie- 
less, if, as some maintain, more otiou 
had been sold in this country for future 
delivery thuu could be produced here 
until another crop comes. American 

stocks were last Friday 1,848,088 hales, 
against 1,184,700 last year, with the 
general expectation that something oral 
t0(),00() bales will yet come forward, 
while foreign Mocks of American are 
800,000 bales greater than at this dale 
aftertliegiv.it crop of ism. K veiptB 
continue large, ami the movement has 
really no other basis than a belief that 
the next crop will be small. 

The rise in wheat, which staried 
with the report of wheat in farmers' 
hands, has been followed by a reaction, 
so that prices are lower than they were 
prior to that report, having falling 2 1-4 
cents for the week. Western receipts 
were ^UHLMs 1 bushels, against l.&CJ,- 
331 last year, and for three weeks were 
practically equal to last year's, while 
Atlantic exports are small. 

Corn lias not followed, but after a 
rise of 81 o-H cents, holds the price of a 
week ago, receipts being about a third 
of last year's and exports insignificant . 

Pork bus declined 88 cents pat barrel, 
and lard 10 Bents' l*>r 100 pound.-. 

The advance iu wages of coke work- 
ers raises the cost of fuel for a large 

proporiiou of the iron manufacturers, 

but as yet does not affect prices of iron 
or its products, an no increase in de- 
mand appears. Possibly it is hoped 
that larger buying will soon lie 
prompted by the idea that pig and all 
products will be rendered more costly, 
though the large excess of production 
and producing capacity stands in tiie 
way. Oue scale of 10,000 tons steel 
rails, one cast pipe contract for it.OOll 
tons, a bridge and five buildiug con 
tracts aggregating nearly 5,000 tons are 
reported this week, but pig iron is 
weak without change, both at the east 
aud at Pittsburg, and no change of con- 
sequence is noted in the demand for 
finished products. 

Copper production continues weaker 
at 9.25 for lake, American production in 
February being 12,720 tons and foreign 
0,7311, while tin has risen sharply to 18.9 
cents. Lead is weaker with heavy 
sales, 8,800 tons to domestic and 1,500 to 
foreign takers at 3.06 to 3. 1 cents, but 
large sales of tiuplate are reported with 
prices a shade stronger. 

The rise In cotton has stimulated buy- 
ing of gpoda and giveu confidence to 
agents. Heavy transactions and some 
advances iu prices appear in soul Horn 
coarse good-, hut not as yet iu the tine- 
While many orders are detained hy la 
Ixjr difficulties, there is also much com 
plaint, of cancellations, which appear to 
be justitied in some case- by Inferior 
quality, but in others not justified at 
all. Grders lor fall are at presonl -mall 
and new business has been quii 

Sales of wool gradually decrease, and 
for the week are smaller than last yet 
4. 171,900 pounds against 4, 338. Milt. For 
three weeks of March sales indicate 
about 70 per cent of a full consumption.

FIRST DEGREE MURDER. 

William Caul to Be Hanged For Billing

OnOBOKTOWIf, O., March 23.— The 
trial of William Paul, for the murder of 
his father-in-law, Joseph Yockey, in 
tins county last July, resulted iu a ver- 
dict of murder in the first degree. 

The testimony during the trial was to 
the effect that young Frances Yockey, 
a 14-year old girl, and sisier to Paul's 
wife, went to live with the Pauls. That 
all three occupied the same bad, and the 
girl became in an interesting condition. 
She went home and told her father, 
and trouble resulted. Paul went about 
with a revolver, t h rea t e n ing to kill old 
man Yockey, because the latter was 
making trouble over the affair of 
Frame.-. 

The night of the shooting all the Yock- 
ey family, including Paid's wife, were 
iu the sittingrooui of old man Yockey's 
house, when the two youngest boys 
started out to tho barn to turn the 
horses into the pasture for the night. 
They saw Paul standing ontside. Dear 
the chimney, with a pistol in his hand, 
and Immediately ran back into the 
house, followed by Paul, who. as he 
reached the door, fired. T he bullet 
struck old mail Yockey. who was stand 
iug in the center of the room, killing 
him instantly. Paul then disappeared, 
but was afterward caught. The de- 
fense was insanity. 

Gver 100 witnesses were examined, 
and the case was hotly contested by 
Young & Barnes and Bambaoh & Bam 
bach for the prisoner, and Turbcll & 
Tarbell for the state. The jury was 
out three hours, and returned a verdict 
of murder in the first degree. Paul re- 
ceived the verdict with the same Indif- 
ference that characterized him all 
through the trial.

Nkw Yokk. March 88.— A sensational 

story was afloat to the effect that a fili- 
bustering exjiedition was being organ- 
ized in this city. According to the 
story an attempt is being made to tit out 
a large American schooner for the in- 
vasion of Cuba. It is stated thai the 
name of the ve-sel ami the addresses of 
the men who have organized the fili- 
bustering expedition are in the bauds of 

the Spanish consul, Mr. Artnro Bal- 
dasano. 

It is said that about two weeks ago 
the Spanish consul was informed that a 
suspiciously large Dumber of men had 
been employed to go to Cuba. It was 
necessary that these men should be 
citizens of America, otherwise their em 
ployers had no 'work" for them. The 
men were to lie given free passage to 
and front the island, food supplied them, 
and were to be paid a salary of 8"i° per 
month. Of those who were hired, the 
ones who appeared to be entirely trust 
Worthy and likely to keep the secret 
were told the real nature of the expedi 
tion. 

The plan was changed, it was said, 
and it was arranged to send the hired 
men to Cuba on a steamer of oue of the 
regular lines running to the island, iu- 
stead of on the chartered schooner. The 
latter was to be loaded with munitions 
of war and If nosslhkl. the cargo was to 
be lauded on the east end of Cuba, at 
I present the scene of the disturhances 
I there. The deiails of this plan, it was 
! claimed, was learned through a detect* 
ive who had been formerly iu the em- 
ploy of the 1 Haytieu government during 

the late revolution on the island. 

Mr. Baldasano. the consul general, 
was told of the story yesterday evening 
by a representative of tho AaeonlatOn 
Press.

CARRIED INTO MEXICO. 

The Cuban Kebellion CaaaSS I'neaitlneM in 
Our Sinter Kapublic. 

Tampa, Fla., March 88. — The follow- 
ing advices have been received from the 
City of Mexico through Spanish official 
sources. Iu the capitals of the various 
Mexican states, Cuban committees are 
raising funds for the insurgents in Cu- 
ba. The Spaniards iu some localities 
are offsetting this by preparing to or- 
ganize for service in support of tho 
crown iu Cuba. They have appointed a 
committee to await on the Spanish min- 
ister to ask him to obtain from 
President Dial permission to organize 
such bodies on Mexican soil. 

This action has come to the knowl- 
edge of Spaniards in Spaiu. and at least 
100 declare they will form themselves 
into a volunteer company to go to (Alba 
and enlist iu the Spanish cause.

Read 
Ezra and Nehemiah, then read Josephus 
from the date of Nehemiah to the time 
of John the Baptist, and the falsity of 
the first two statements quoted above 
will appear most glaring. The slander 
against the temple and its symbolism 
must he recognized as such by every one 
who has read the account of its construc- 
tion aud dedication by Solomon. The 
horns of the altar, instead of being taken 
Irom "bull worship," were nothing but 
the projecting upper ends of the corner 
posts into which the sideboards of the 
altar were framed. They had as little to 
do with bull worship as similar projec- 
tions which can probably be found on 
bo ne of the church steeples in Mayaville.

Pierce, who had btMl ordered to take 
active exercise for his health, determined 
to climb u pole, heedless of the assist- 
ant's warning, He started to ascend 
the pole and on reaching the first cross 
piece, about 40 feet from the ground, sat 
on it with his legs astride the big pole. 
He ran Ins right hand several times over 
Heveral wire*. When suddenly he touched 
one from which the insulation had been 
burned. A sheet of flame immediately 
shot forth and Pierce, without a sound, 
dropped backward His body was still 
on the cross piece and he hung with 
head, hands and feet downward, two 
heavy wires sustaining the body and 
keeping it from falling. ( 'itizens soon 
gathered and the current was cut off at 
the works. 

A hook and ladder truck, which had 
been hltiHj summoned, was utilized 
la taking the body down. It was a ter- 
rible task in the storm. The body had 
been on the pole for about 15 minutes, 
the current lieing on for four minutes of 
the time, and it is estimated that be- 
tween 5,000 and 7.000 volts of electricity 
passed through the body during the 
time the current was on.
